TEACHERW’ CONVENTION. 


The teachers’ convention opened at 10 a. 
m. on Friday in the Edmonton public school 
the inspector J. A. Calder and the following 
teachers were present: A. M. Campbell, 
W. G. Welbourne, Miss L. M. Osborne, and 
Miss K. Lindsay, Edmonton; Miss Clark 
South Edmonton, Miss Short, East Edmon- 
ton; C. B. Beck, Belmont; Mr. Briggs, 
Poplar lake; Mr. Matheson, White Mnd ; 
Mr. Foster, Clover Bar and Miss Timney, 
Horse Hills ; Bishop Pinkham, Rev A. Mac- 
donald and several other visitors attended. 
C. B. Beck was elected to the chair. 

Mr. Campbell opened the programme with 
an address on “* Written Arithmetic.” He 

ke of the necessity of teaching the sub- 
ject and then in detail outlined his method 
of teaching. A very lively and helpful dis- 
cussion followed in which nearly everyone 
present took part. 

Mr. Wellbourne’s address on ‘‘ Writing” 
was very timely. As was pointed out the 
subject is much neglected in our schools. 
He strongly denounced the authorized copy 
books and advocated the adoption of the 
vertical system of writing. 

Miss Osborne’s paper en “Seat Work” 
contained many useful hints on this phase of 
school room work, especially for primary 
teachers. She pointed out that disorder iu 
schoo! is ually due to the fact that the 
pupils are not given employment while at 
their seats. 

Miss Short followed with a paper on‘‘Geo- 

phy for Standards 1, 2 and 3.” She 
Fandled the topic ina masterly way dwell- 
ing upon the necessity of laying ® proper 
foundation in the lower standard, for the 
work in the higher and outlining what {she 
would teach to each of those standards. 
She indicated the methods and devices she 
uses in presenting the subject and made a 
strong plea for the use of the sand board for 
the teaching of definiations and elementary 
structural geography. 

‘Notes from the field” by Inspector 
Calder was the next item on the program- 
me. In his remarks he followed the head- 
ings laid down in the inspector's report to 
the council of public instruction, viz: 
buildings, grounds, pupils and teachers, 
dwelling particularly on the a of the 
pupils in the different subjects and noting 
the now prevalent mistakes in teaching as 
seen in the schools of Alberta and Western 
Assiniboia.

He expressed his 
pleasure at being present and referred at 
some length to the importance of the teach- 
ers’ work, pointing out the necessity of 
thorough teaching based on right principles 
and drawing special attention to the respon- 
sibility of the teachers in moulding the 
character of those intrusted to their care. 

Rev. A. McDonald who was also present 
throughout the day, spoke of the interest 
he took in teachers and their work. He 
stated that since coming to the west he 
never had the opportunity of attending a 
teachers’ convention, but from what he 
had seen and heard during the day he was 
sure that good results must follow such 
gatherings.

GENERAL NEWS. 

France is to send 15,000 troops to Mada- 
ascar, and will ask the chambers to pass a 
credit of 65,000,000 fancs to prosecute the 
campaign. 

An exchange says when you talk about 
Ontario being a better country than this, 
every Manitoba cabbage shakes its head,and 
every beet gets red in the face, every onion 
feels stronger, every wheat field is shocked, 
barley strokes its beard, corn stricks up its 
ears, and very foot of land kicks. The 
horses even denounce the statement with a 
neigh. 

The returns for October of the emigration 
to Canada show a decrease of 160 as compar- 
ed with September. The total numbers 
embarking being 1,203 for the ten expired 
months ending with October. The total 
number of emigrants to Canada was 6,621 a 
decrease as compared with the same period 
of the preceding year of 7,316. The number 
of foreigners who shipped at English ports 
for Canada was 5,748, against 24,866 in 
1893. 

In Mr. Mallock’s latest work in social 
problems, he emphasizes a factor that is 
usualy ignored in enumerations of what 
produces wealth. That factorisability. A 
man cannot manufacture merchandise with- 
out a great expenditure of labor and capital; 
but by application, industry, alertness and 
intelligence, he can manufacture a deal of 
ability; and the ability will soon possess 
more or less capital. If all the capital of 
the whole world were distributed equally 
among socialists to-morrow, in a very short 
time the possessors of ability would again 
possess the capital. 

As diphtheria is becoming more prevalent 
every year in London, and doctors haye 
hitherto been seeking in vain for a cure,it 18 
with great satisfaction that news is received 
from Paris to the effect that the new treat- 
ment for the disease has been tried and 
tound successful. In the Paris Hospital for 
Children, where it was adopted, the mortal- 
ity in the diphtheria ward at once fell fron 
51 per cent. to 24. The cure is said to 
have been discovered by Herr Behring, a 
German savant. It consists of a preparation 
composed of the serum, or liquid part of the 
blood, and is injected much in the same way 
as vaccine. It is snpposed to destroy the 
microbes by which diphtheria is generated, 
acting both as a preventative and a cure for 
the malady. 


At Lethbridge on November, 8th. a 
miner named Ralston was killed at No. 1 
shaft.

A recent Ottawa despatch says: There is 
great activity among the several depart- 
ments of the goverment just now in the way 
of giving out contracts for public works and 
expending money for improvements. The 
contract for the improvement of the 
Lachine canal was recently let. Tenders 
are being called for improvements on the 
Trent Valley canal. After a delay of years 
plans are to be prepared for a new drill hall 
at Halifax and a new public building at Port- 
aze la Prairie. A contract has just been let 
for the erection of a costly new public build- 
ing in Vancouver, BC. Engineers are to be 
sent to inquire as to the feasibility of dyking 
the Fraser river. Contractors’ claims are 
being rapidly referred to the exchequer court 
which always means that the goverment will 
offer no serious opposition to a judgment 
against the crown. All these things and 
others point unmistakeably to a faithful ad- 
herence to the old policy in preparing for a 
general election. 

Winnipeg Commercial, Nov. 10: After a 
long and comparatively mild season cold 
weather has set in, following a snowstorm 
on Tuesday which extended all over the 
country. There has been nothing to inter- 
rupt plowingup to Thursday, and the farmers 
no doubt havea large area of land prepared 
for crop, which augurs well for next year. 
The colder weather will start buying in 
winter lines of goods, and on this account 
will be acceptable to the trade interested. 
Grain shipments are still active, though not 
as heavy as earlier. Cattle export business 
is being wound up, though there will likely 
be some further shipments during the next 
ten days or so. The season shows a large 
increase all around in live stock exports, 
particularly from the Manitoba Northwest- 
ern railway districts. Grain exports will 
also be the heaviest on record to the close of 
navigation and the large quantity of wheat 
already marketed, exceeding 10,000,000 
bushels, would indicate thai the Manitoba 
crop will exceed estimation by one to two 
million bushels. This is quite a pleasing 
feature of the situation. Payments are 
improving and a larger buisuess than usual is 
being done on a cash basis. Winnipeg 
clearing house returns this week, $1,650,810 
are the largest on record.
